J therfozein tymes vacant from buſy 
nes c other mote ſerious ſtudi/as it were foꝛ mp 
ſolace and recreatiõ / haue trãſlated foꝛ you this 
litel treatiſe / entitled the Edutacion ot childꝛen / 
and made by Plutarch the excellẽt philoſopher / 
and maiſter to Traiane / moſt vertuous q noble 
of all Emperours: wherby ve ſhal be maruays 
iouſly inſtructed / oz at leſte wape/hit ſhall admits 
niculate your wiledome (which d * —

is right laudable) in oꝛdꝛinge andinſtructinge

to immoꝛtall fame and hono2 , Doutles he is in 
great felicite and in the fauour of god / who that 
is indewed with all theſe qualities. But who ſo 
euer alter that he hath attapned to doctrine and 
the right expericce to vertue / do ſuppole p witte 
of man not to be pꝛofitable / he doth not qualifie 
the delaultes of Nature / but vtterly erreth and 
is decepued. Foꝛ ſlowth deſtroyeth the power of 
nature / and ſhe her lelke by doctrine is diſtroied. 
And light things fleith from men that be negli⸗ 
get; and nothinge is ſo difficile / but by cure it is 
optayned. Alſo you ſhall lyghtly ꝑteiue in many 
thinges (il pe take good Hede) what ſpedynes 
efficaciets inlabour and diligence. Foz theſmall 
dꝛopes of water (with often fallynge) perce the 
ſtones, Iron & braſſe is wozne out with moche 
occupaciõ.

Demblably / what hozſe well bzoken in pouthe 
is not alter to the rider gentyll and ealie Ind 
they that be roughe and pll bꝛoken / be not thep 
very harde heeded and fiers of ſtomake: But 
what nede weto meruaple at ſuche other thyn⸗ 
ges / whan we le oftẽ times beaſtis molt ſauage 
and cruel / to be bꝛoken and made tame with las 
bours ? One of Thellalte (whiche is acountrep 
naturally inclined to Warre) anl wered wel wha 
it was demaunded ol hym / who were moſte ab⸗ 
iecte of all the people ol Theſſalie / he laid / they 
whiche in feates of wart be not exerciſed, What 
ſhall nede many wozdes 7 Cuſtomeis athynge 
aunctent and ot longe cõtynuance.

After 
that the citie of Troye was deſtroped / the Gre⸗ 
kes laded with ineſtimable riches pᷣpared they? 
returne in to their contreys / amonge whom the 
wile and eloquente Uliſſes / by whole policie the 
Grekes had exploited they? affaires / trauapled 
logeon 5 lees:to whom did happen marueilous 
and ſtrange aduentures. Ok the whicheonethe 
moſte wonderfull was / that by tempeſt hee his 


- company were dꝛyuen thzough two dangerous 


paſſages: Wherofone was a great and hozrible 
rocke named Scilla:pᷣ other aguife 02\walowe 
called Charibdis: and finally arriued in Sitile / 
whiche at that tyme was named Trinacria / E 
was onely inhabited with monſterous people / 
whiche were of great a huge ſtature lyke gean⸗ 
tes / and had but one eie / whiche was great and 
roũde / in the myddes oktheir fozeheed/and were 
called Cyclopes.

As Uliſſes c diuers 
ol his cõpany were entred into the Ille to reſte t 
ſolace them after their trauaile / they were incon 
tynent depꝛehẽded by the laid Ciclopes / & caried 
into the hoꝛttble caues oꝛ dẽnes made in the roc⸗ 
kes: Where the giantes did eate the laid Grekes 
rawe / and like to raueninge wolles /crulhed the 
heedis # bones of men bet wene their tethe / that 
the bzaynes ⁊ marowe dꝛopped downe by theyz 
mouthes. Suche was the terrible power e ra⸗ 
uyneof the Ciclopes, But whanUlilles percey 
ued the imminent perill that he was in-he with 
moſte ſwete + delectable woꝛdes appeſed Þ rage 
of Polyphemus the gtante/that toke him / who 
heringe the wonderfull eloquence of Uliſſes / de⸗ 
manded ot hym his name / x he anſwered/ that 
he was called Romã. The giante delited # had 
moche pleaſure at the beautie and eloquenceol 
Ultſſes/whiche he ꝑceyuinge / gaue vnto the gi⸗ 
ante a delectable potion / wherok he toke luche as 


hundance / that he became ther with dzoke / and 


kell into a deed e heuy llepe: that ꝑceiuinge Ulil⸗ 
ſes / he withdꝛewe hym pꝛiuelp / conueied hym 
vader the deed bodyes / vntyll the tyme that he 
was aſſured / that the giante ſlept faſte / than he 
toke his ſwoꝛde / foꝛ the greatnes of the gian⸗ 
tis body beinge longe in a doubt where to ſtryke 
hym / ſo that he might be moſt ſure ol hym / at 
laſte with all his might he ꝑced the eie ol the gi⸗ 
ante / q put hit clene out: but he was lo a 
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llepe / p he therwith coude not a wake. Is Ulil⸗ 
ſes pcetued that he had ma de blinde the giante / 
he with al haſte returned to his ſhippes c ſet vp 
all the laues / x paſſed with all haſte poſlible into 
the mapne lee. After that Polyphem? was wa⸗ 
ked / and than felte great payne ok his woũde / # 
that he had vtterly loſte his eie / yteyuynge that 
he was betraied by Uliſſes / he ſuppoſynge Ulil⸗ 
ſes had ben pet in his dene 02 caue / ſtode vp lpꝛe⸗ 
dinge his armes beloꝛe the hole ol the taue/ thin 
kynge to kepetherin Uliſſes 2: but whan he had 
longe tyme lo tarped / c at the laſte ꝑcepued that 
he was fledde / he wãdꝛed into the Alle rorynge 
with a terrible voyce; wherwich there repaired
